This business ix of an ingenious nature, and 
it is a somowhnt significant fnet that it ia 
carried on without let or hindrance by tho 
Inw in the other places named. Messrs, 
.Genr, Wheeler & Co. sell an automatic 
knitting-machine at a price of shout ¥120, 
and undertake to purchase socks knitted hy 
the purchasers from, yarn which is supplied 
by tho British firm. We believe that large 
sums of money have been paid aver in this 
way to purchasers of the machines, and we 


Mr. Wheeler, or the firm of Gonz, Wheeler 
& Co., failed ta purchase properly-mado 
socks as and when brought in for that 
purpose. : 
“Tho business has prospered to a very 
large extent, and as many as 700 machines 
have heen sold. At one time, indeed, there 
was such o demand for them that the stock 
ran short, ond the steamer on which a fresh 
supply was due to arrive heing.detained in 
quarantine, on account of~cholern aboard, 
there’ was. some slight delny in delivering 
machines. to the purchasers, who were 
clamouring for them.
